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FOREWORD

The  importance  of  this  standard  State  zoning  enabling  act  can 
not  well  be  overemphasized.  Wh«i  the  advisory  committee  on  zon- 
ing was  formed  in  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the  proposal  to 
frame  it  received  unanimous  support  from  the  public-spirited  orgr.n- 
izations  represented  on  the  committee  and  other  groi^  interested  in 
zoning.  The  urgency  of  the  need  for  such  a  standard  act  was  at  once 
demonstrated,  when,  within  a  year  of  its  issuance,  11  States  passed 
zoning  enabling  acts  which  were  modeled  eithw  wholly  or  partly 
after  it.^  Similar  acts  have  been  introduced  in  four  other  States, 
wiUi  the  prospect  of  more  to  foUow. 

The  discovery  that  it  is  practical  by  city  zoning  to  carry  out  reason- 
able neighborly  agreements  as  to  the  use  of  land  has  made  an  almost 
instant  appeal  to  the  American  people.  When  the  advisory  com- 
mittee on  zoning  was  formed  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  in 
September,  1921,  only  48  cities  and  towns,  with  less  than  11,000,000 
inhabitants,  had  adopted  zoning  ordinances.  By  the  end  of  1923,  a 
little  more  than  two  years  later,  zoning  was  in  effect  in  218  munici- 
palities, with  more  than  22,000,000  inhabitants,  and  new  ones  are 
being  added  to  the  list  each  month.* 

In  this  rapid  mov^ent  the  fundamental  legal  basis  on  which  zon- 
ing rests  can  not  be  overlooked.  Several  of  our  States,  fortunately, 
already  have  zoning  enabling  acts  that  have  stood  the  test  in  their 
own  courts.  This  standard  act  endeavors  to  provide,  so  far  as  it  is 
practicable  to  foresee,  that  proper  zoning  can  be  undertaken  under  it 
without  injustice  and  without  violating  property  rights.  The  com- 
mittee did  not  make  it  public  until  it  had  given  it  the  most  exacting 
and  painstaking  study  in  relation  to  existing  ^ate  acts  and  court 
decisions  and  with  reference  to  zoning  as  it  has  been  practiced  and 
found  successful  in  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  country.  Prac-

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tical  zoners  who  have  been  associated  with  a  majority  of  zoned  cities 
were  consulted  for  their  opinions,  and  the  committee  itself  represents 
the  professional,  commercial,  and  civic  societies  most  interested  in 
zoning  problems. 

The  drafting  of  the  act  has  required  very  large  effort,  and  this 
members  of  the  advisory  committee  on  zoning,  particularly  those  who 
served  on  the  subcommittee  on  standard  law,  merit  the  gratitude  of 
the  people  of  the  United  States  for  the  thorou^uoess  with  which  they 
executed  th^r  task.

A  STANDARD  STATE  ZONING  ENABLING  ACT  UNDER  WHICH 
MUNiCtfAUTiES  MAY  ADOPT  ZONING  REfiUUIiONS 


EXPLANATORY  NOTES  IN  GENERAL 

1.  An  enabling  act  is  advisahle  in  all  cases. — general  State 
finahling  act  is  aiways  advisable,  and  while  the  power  to  zone  may, 
in  some  States,  be  derived  fr<»n  oonstituticmal  as  distingnidied  from 
statutory  home  rule,  still  it  is  seldom  that  the  home-rule  powers 
will  cover  all  the  necessary  provisions  for  successful  zoning. 

2.  OofistituHcnal  amendments  not  requited.----^o  amendment  to 
the  State  constitution,  as  a  rule,  is  necessary.  Zoning  is  undertaken 
under  the  police  power  and  is  well  within  the  powers  granted  to 
the  legislature  by  the  constitutions  of  the  various  States. 

3.  Modify  this  standard  act  as  little  as  possible. — It  was  prepared 
with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts  in  every  case 
in  which  z<ming  acts  have  bewi  under  review,  and  has  bewi  carefully 
checked  with  reference  to  subsequent  decisions.  A  safe  course  to 
follow  is  to  make  only  those  changes  necessary  to  have  the  act  con- 
form to  local  legislative  customs  and  modes  of  expression. 

4.  Adding  new  words  and  phrases. — Especial  caution  is  given  to 
beware  of  adding  additional  words  and  phrases  which,  as  a  rule, 
restrict  the  meaning,  from  the  legal  point  of  view. 

6.  Do  not  try  to  consolidate  sections. — It  is  natural  to  try  to 
shorten  the  act  by  consolidating  sections.  This  may  defeat  one  of 
the  purposes  of  the  act,  namely,  of  keeping  the  language  of  the 
statute  as  simple  and  concise  as  possible.  It  is  much  better  to  have 
an  act  brok^  up  into  a  number  of  sections,  provided  they  are  prop- 
erly drawn,  than  to  have  one  or  two,  or  a  few  long,  involved  sections. 
While  it  is  recognized  that  some  of  the  sections  in  the  standard  act 
could  be  combined,  it  is  put  purposely  in  its  present  form. 

6.  Title  and  enacting  clause  necessary. — ^No  title  of  the  act  and  no 
enacting  clause  have  been  included.  These  are  purposely  omitted, 
as  the  custom  varies  in  almost  every  State.  The  act  ^ould,  of 
course,  be  preceded  by  the  appropriate  title  and  enacting  clause  in 
accordance  with  the  local  legislative  custom. 

7.  DefimtwM. — ^No  definitions  are  included.  The  terms  used  in 
the  act  are  so  commonly  understood  that  definitions  are  unneces- 
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sary.  Definitions  are  generally  a  source  of  danger.  They  give  to 
words  a  restricted  meaning.  No  difficulty  will  be  found  with  the 
operation  of  the  act  because  of  the  absenee  of  such  definitions. 

8.  Validity  of  one  section  affecting  other  secHona, — Some  States 
have  included  in  the  enabling  act  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
finding  void  or  uneoEistitutional  by  the  courts  of  one  section  or  pro- 
vision shall  not  affect  the  rest  of  the  act  This  is  so  well  accepted 
a  principle  of  legal  interpretation  that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  in- 
clude it  in  the  act.  If  any  State  desires  to  have  it  included,  it  can 
be  added  without  danger. 

9.  No  declaration  that  act  is  not  retroactive. — Some  laws  contain 
a  provision  to  the  effect  that  "the  powers  by  this  act  conferred 
shall  not  be  exercised  so  as  to  deprive  the  owner  of  any  existing 
property  of  its  use  or  maintenance  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is 
then  lawfully  devoted."  While  the  almost  universal  practice  is  to 
make  zoning  ordinances  noor^roadive,  it  is  recognized  that  there 
may  arise  local  conditions  of  a  peculiar  character  that  make  it 
necessary  and  desirable  to  deal  with  some  isolated  case  by  means  of 
a  retroactive  provision  afiecting  that  case  oiily.  For  this  reason 
it  does  not  seem  wise  to  debar  the  local  legislative  body  from  dealing 
with  such  a  situation. 

10.  The  repeal  €iau8e.-^^o  repeal  clause  has  been  included  in  the 
act  for  the  reason  that  the  method  of  phrasing  such  a  clause  will 
vary  in  nearly  every  State.  The  local  legislative  custom  as  to  repeal 
clauses  should  be  followed. 

11.  Date  of  taking  effeci.--^OT  similar  reasons  the  act  does  not 
include  any  provision  as  to  the  date  on  which  it  will  take  effect.  Here 
also  the  local  legislative  custom  should  be  followed. 

12.  Typietd  wdmanum  or  lootd  regvlations^ — ^The  department  has 
made  a  careful  study  of  the  use,  height,  and  area  regulations  em- 
bodied in  16  typical  aoning  ordinances,  together  with  notes  on  the 
trend  of  certain  newer  ordinances.  Single  copies  of  this  bulletin 
are  available  by  application  to  the  division  of  building  and  housing, 
Department  of  Commerce,  Washington,  D.  C. 

13.  Interim  ortHnanoes.'—Aii&c  the  local  legislative  authorities 
have  the  power  to  zone,  they  are  nearly  always  pressed  to  bring 
immediate  protection  to  certain  threatened  localities.  Sometimes 
the  authorities  frame  an  ordinance  to  cover  a  few  blocks,  or  only  a 
part  of  the  city;  this  is  called  piecemeal  zoning.  Its  adoption  is 
inadvisable  and  may  lead  to  much  litigation.  Interim  zoning,  al- 
though undesirable,  is  not  as  objectionable  as  piecemeal  zoning. 
Interim  zoning,  at  least,  has  the  advantage  of  applying  to  the  whole 
ciiy.  For  instance,  an  ordinance  providing  that  wherever  three- 
fourths  of  the  houses  in  a  block  are  residential  then  no  new  business 
structure  or  factory  can  be  built  in  that  block  is  an  illustration  of 
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interim  zoning.  The  reason  it  is  objectionable  is  because  it  is  too 
general,  not  sufficiently  adapted  to  the  particular  need  of  each  street, 
and  therefore  likely  to  be  arbitrary  in  many  cases.  In  such  case, 
if  a  new  house  is  built  or  an  old  one  destroyed,  the  legal  protection 
of  the  district  may  be  altered.  In  this  sense  the  district  is  a  "  travel- 
ing zone."  As  such,  a  district  has  no  stability,  and  as  the  police 
power  may  be  differently  applied  according  to  the  acts  of  property 
owners  it  is  not  looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  courts.  To  prevent 
this  the  words  "  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  "  should 
be  inserted.  If  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  prohibit  a  nonoonfoniung 
building  because  of  the  consents  or  protests  of  the  property  owners, 
the  ordinance  should  always  be  phrased  so  as  to  prohibit  the  non- 
conforming use,  unless  the  desired  majority  files  written  consmts 
with  the  officials.  In  other  words,  a  provision  which  conditions  the 
permisraon  to  have  a  nonooniorming  use  upon  the  consents  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  property  owners  is  void.  If  at  all  posable,  the  first 
zoning  ordinance  should  be  comprehensive. 

14.  N<ae  to  revised  edition,  im.—X  standard  State  zoning  ena- 
bling act  under  which  municipalities  may  adopt  zoning  regulations 
was  first  issued  in  mimeographed  form  in  August,  1922.  A  revised 
edition  was  made  public  in  the  same  form  in  January,  1923,  and  the 
first  printed  edition  in  May,  1924.  In  this  second  printed  edition 
note  15a  has  been  added  to  cover  the  needs  of  cases  where  it  is  found 
desirable  to  control  the  development  of  areas  adjacent  to  the  city 
limits ;  and  section  8,  dealing  with  ^orcement  and  remedies,  has 
been  revised  in  order  to  give  the  mimicipality  more  effective  means 
of  obtaining  conformance  to  the  zoning  ordinance. 

The  circulation  of  the  standard  act  has  not  been  confined  to  those 
directly  interested  in  drafting  State  zoning  legislation.  Calls  for 
it  have  been  received  from  persons  in  all  sections  of  the  country 
who  have  desired  to  use  it  on  account  of  its  general  bearing  on  the 
legal  and  social  aspects  of  zoning.  More  than  56,000  copies  of  the 
first  printed  edition  have  been  sold  by  the  Superintendent  of  Docu- 
ments. 
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Suction  1.  Grant  of  power. — For  the  purpose  of  promoting 
health,^  safety,  morals,  or^  the  general  welfare^  of  the  community, 
the  legislative  body  ^  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages  ^  is  hereby 
empowered  to  regulate  and  restrict^  the  height,  number  of  stories/ 

' "  health  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  word  used  is  "  health,"  not  "  public 
health,"  for  the  latter  narrows  the  application.  There  are  some  things  that 
relate  to  the  health  only  of  fbe  pe^le  UviDg  la  a  gi^en  dwtiUing»  sncb,  f w 
instance,  as  the  shoe  of  s^urda,  and  have  only  a  remote  rdUMtoo  to  pabtte  health. 
If  the  term  pnldic  health**  were  nsedt  the  act  might  be  set  acAde  in  a  giva^ 
case  where  it  would  be  possible  to  show  that  the  particnlar  provision  In  which 
legal  action  was  being  taken  did  not  concern  itself  with  tlie  public  health  but 
only  with  health. 

^*'or":  It  should  be  noted  that  the  word  used  is  "or"  and  not  the  word 
"and*"  If  the  latter  word  were  used,  then  it  might  be  necessary  to  show  to 
the  satiafaction  of  the  eonrt  that  oU  four  of  the  porposes  mentioned  woe  la- 
Tdved  in  a  given  case,  viz,  liealtii»  saf ety»  morals*  and  genial  welfare.  The 
use  of  the  word  *'or^  limits  the  apidication  to  any  one  of  the  four  iimtead 
of  to  all  of  them, 

general  welfare'^:  The  main  pillars  on  which  the  police  power  rests  are 
these  four,  viz,  health,  safety,  morals,  and  general  welfare.  It  is  wise,  there- 
fore, to  limit  the  purposes  of  this  enactment  to  tbese  four.  There  may  be 
danger  in  adding  others,  as  "prosperity,"  "comfort,"  "convenience,"  "order^" 
''growth  of  the  city,"  etc,  and  nothing  is  to  be  gained  thereby. 

^  leffUUrtive  iody  " :  This  term  is  snffici^tly  understood  to  indinde  all  forms 
of  government,  Indndii^  comiidssion  and  dlty  manage,  as  weU  as  the  older 
forms  of  government.  Whatever  form  of  govemn^t  exists,  th^re  most  he 
some  local  body  ijerforming  legislative  functions. 

•**  cities  and  incorporated  villages  "  :  This  phrase  includes  those  municipalities 
which  ordinarily  will  find  it  advantageous  to  be  given  zoning  powers.  In  some 
States,  where  different  forms  of  governmental  provisions  exist,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  add  those  mnnicipalities  to  the  term  "  cities  and  incorporated  vil- 
lages"; in  other  States  tl&e  word  *'town'*  or  "borong^"  will  probably  need 
to  be  added*  The  term  dties  and  incorporated  viUages,"  however,  will  cover 
the  normal  situation. 

• "  regulate  and  restrict " :  This  phrase  Is  considered  snflSiciently  all-embracing. 
Nothing  will  be  gained  by  adding  such  terms  as  "  exclude,"  "  segregate,"  **  limit," 
"  determine." 

' "  number  of  stories  " :  It  is  thought  wise  to  add  this  to  the  term  "  height,"  aa 
courts  may  construe  this  expression  narrowly,  as  limited  to  a  given  ntunber  of 
feet  only*  and  may  hold  that  this  does  not  give  the  power  to  limit  the  nmhb^ 
of  stories,  provided  the  building  in  question  came  wtthln  the  limitation  of  the 
numb«  of  feet  imposed  by  the  ordinanGe.  It  is  obvious  tliat  the  pow^  to 
restrict  the  numba  of  stories  should  be  granted.

and  size  of  buildings  *  and  othi^  irtaructarefi,*  tibie  p^*oentage  of  lot 

that  may  be  occupied,  the  size  of  yards,  courts,  and  other  open 
spaces,^^  the  density  of  population,^^  and  the  locaticm  and  use  of

■ "  size  of  buildings  " :  The  term  "  size "  is  a  better  expression  to  use  than 
•*  bulk  "  or  "  area,"  for  the  reason  that  both  "  bulk  "  and  "  area  "  imply,  to  some 
ext^tt  a  r^nilarity  of  outline  that  may  not  be  involyed  in  aU  cases,  whereas 
^dxe^  is  suffidently  aU-indusive  to  cover  aU  contingencies. 

*^other  structures":  This  phrase  would  indlude  otbeat  structures  whidi 
IK>ssibly  might  not  be  defined  as  "buildings,**  such  as  open  slieds,  biUboards, 
fences,  spite  fences,  etc.,  none  of  which  can  be  strictly  considered  as  "  build- 
ings," as  commonly  understood, 

"  percentage  of  lot " :  This  is  a  better  method  of  expression  than  granting 
the  power  to  limit  **  the  area  of  the  building,"  as  has  been  done  in  some  laws, 
for  the  latter  expression  does  not  imply  a  yariation  of  the  fraction  of  the  lot 
built  upon. 

other  open  spaees**:  This  is  a  catch-all  expression  and  is  necessary  in 
Tiew  of  the  fact  that  ''yards*'  and  ''courts"  are  not  defined  la  the  act 

density  of  popukMan*^ :  The  power  to  regulate  density  of  population  is 

comparatively  new  in  zoning  practice.  It  is,  however,  highly  desirable.  Many 
different  methods  may  be  employed.  For  this  reason  the  phrase  "  density 
of  population  "  is  a  better  phrase  to  use  than  one  giving  the  power  to  "  limit 
the  number  of  people  to  the  acre,"  as  this  is  only  one  method  of  limiting  den- 
sity of  population.  It  may  be  more  desirable  to  limit  the  number  of  f  amUies  to 
fJie  acre  or  ttie  number  of  families  to  a  given  house,  etc  The  exj^ression  ^*  num- 
ber of  pecvle  to  flte  acre**  is  tbex^^ore  mow  limited  in  its  meaning  and 
describes  only  one  way  of  redu^ng  eongesdon  of  peculation,  while  tiie  phrase 
''limiting  density  of  i)opulation"  is  all-unbracing.  It  is  believed  that*  with 
proper  restrictions,  this  provision  wiU  make  possible  the  creation  of  one-family 
residence  districts. 

*•  "  use  " :  This  term  is  broad  enough  to  include  all  meanings  desired. 

"  "  other  \ purposes  " :  This  is  a  catch-all  phrase.   It  wiU  include  every  use. 

"Although  the  power  to  require  open  spaces  allows  the  fixing  of  setback 
building  lines,  some  recent  ^cts  contain  a  specific  grant  of  that  power.  The 
establishm^t  of  setback  lines  la  somewhat  novel  in  sonlng  practice  but  is 
b^lnnir^  to  be  mployed.  As  it  is  in  the  minds  of  some  people  of  doubtful 
legality  and  has  not  as  yet  been  sustained  by  the  courts,  this  power  has  not 
been  included  here.  If  it  should  be  desired  to  grant  such  power,  it  can  readily 
be  done  by  adding  at  the  end  of  this  section  the  following  words :  "  and  may 
also  establish  setback  building  lines." 

Some  communities  find  it  desirable  to  control  the  development  of  areas 
adjacent  to  the  city's  limits — which,  in  many  cases,  are  ultimate  to  become  a 
part  ei  that  city.  Where  it  is  deidred  to  control  ttiose  "  fringes  of  <dties»**  ibe 
legislature  may  grant  su<di  power  to  any  community.  Where  this  power  is 
desired,  strike  out  the  period  after  the  word  "  purposes  **  at  the  end  of  section  1 
and  add  the  following:  •'within  the  boundaries  of  such  city  or  village ;  and,  in 
the  case  of  cities  having  a  population  of  25,000  or  over,  also  within  that  non- 
municipal  territory  immediately  adjacent  and  contiguous  to  the  boundaries  of 
such  city  and  extending  for  the  radial  distance  of  5  miles  beyond  such  boun- 
daries in  all  directions."  Cauti<ai  should  be  given,  however,  that  this  effort

PmoPosBS  m  yebw.^ — Sudi  regulations  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  a  comprehensive  plan"  and  designed^®  to  lessen 
congestion  in  the  streets;  to  secure  safety  from  fire,  panic,  and  other 
dangers;  to  promote  health  and  the  general  welfare;  to  provide 
adequate  light  and  air ;  to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  land ;  to  avoid 
undue  concentration  of  populatkin;  to  facilitate  the  adequate  pxovis^ 
ion  of  transportation,  water,  sewerage,  schools,  parks,  and  other  pub- 

by  one  community  to  control  the  development  of  some  other  commmiity  wiU 
often  give  rise  to  political  and  practical  difficulties.  It  is  for  this  xeaaon  that 
this  provision  is  not  included  in  the  text  of  the  act  but  appended  as  a  note,  to 
be  used  by  those  who  desire  it.  This  question  will  ultimately  have  to  be  dealt 
witili,  however^  tn  mo&t  eases,  by  a  process  of  regional  planning. 

"•"mumoipaMfy":  Tbls  term  is  sufficiently  broad  to  Include  cities,  towns, 
Tillages,  boroughs,  or  whatever  governmental  unit  may  be  involved. 

shape"':  This  permits  districts  of  irregular  outline,  something  that  is 
quite  necessary, 

^  "  reconstruction^  alteration,  repair^  or  use":  All  of  these  words  are  thought 
necessary,  so  as  to  allow  no  loophole  for  evasion  of  the  law. 

^ "  uniform  for  each  ekm  or  kind  of  huiiOkHfa  throuffhout  each  district  "^i 
This  is  important,  not  so  much  for  legal  reasons  as  because  it  gives  notice  to 
property  owners  tiiat  tbere  lihall  be  no  iminroper  disoiminations,  bnt  that  all 
In  the  same  class  shall  be  treated  alike. 

^^may  differ'':  This  is  the  essence  of  zoning,  and  without  this  express  au- 
thority from  the  legislature  to  make  different  regulations  in  different  districts 
zoning  might  be  of  doubtful  validity. 

"  Purposes  in  view  " :  This  section  should  be  clearly  differentiated  from 
the  statement  of  purpose  (under  the  police  power)  contained  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  1.  That  d^ned  and  limited  the  powers  created  by  the 
legislatare  to  the  monieipaUty  nnder  the  police  power.  TM$  section  con- 
tains praetieally  a  direction  from  the  legisIattTe  body  as  to  the  purposes  in 
view  in  establishing  a  asoning  ordinance  and  the  manner  In  which  the  work 
of  preparing  such  an  ordinance  shall  be  done.  It  may  be  said,  in  brief,  to 
constitute  the  "  atmosphere  "  under  which  the  zoning  is  to  be  done.

^  and  designed " :  This  is  the  statement  of  direction  given  by  the  1^^ 
latore  referred  to  in  note  21.  It  has  purposely  been  made  to  include  many 
purposes.  There  are  not  tiie  same  dai«^  iBTOlved  here  tbut  there,  are  In 
addl]«  to  the  stat^ent  of  purposes  under  ttie  police  power,  as  set  forth  la 
the  first  sentence  of  section  1. 
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lie  requirements.  Such  regulations  shall  be  made  with  reasonable 
consideration,  among  other  things,  to  the  character  of  the  district  and 
its  peculiar  suitability  tor  particular  uaes,^  and  with  a  view  to  con* 
serving  the  value  of  buildings  and  encouraging  the  most  appro- 
priate use  of  land  throughout  such  municipality* 

Sm.  4.  IAkpkod  op  progbduiie* — ^The  legislative  body  of  such 
municipality  shall  provide  for  the  manner  in  which  such  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  and  the  boundaries  of  such  districts  £^11  be 
determined,  e^bUshed,  uid  enforced,  and  from  time  to  time 
amended,  supplemented,  or  changed.  However,  no  such  regulation, 
restriction,  or  boundary  shall  become  effective  until  after  a  public 
hearing^  in  relation  thereto,  at  which  parties  in  interest  and  citi- 
zens shall  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  At  least  15  da]^' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  «ich  hearing  shall  be  published  in  an 
facial  paper,  or  a  paper  of  general  circulation,  in  such  municipality. 

Sec.  5.  Changes.^^ — Such  regulations,  restrictions,  and  boundaries 
may  from  time  to  time  be  amended,  supplemented,  changed,  modified, 
or  repealed.   In  case,  however,  of  a  protest  against  such  diange,^^ 

^''peculiar  suitability  for  particular  uses^t  This  is  a  reassurance  to  vxop- 
erty  interests  that  zoning  is  to  be  done  in  a  sane  and  practical  way* 

"  oonservim§  the  viaue  of  bmUlmgs " :  It  should  he  noted  tihat  aoofac  la 
not  Intefided  to  esfaanee  the  i^ae  ei  bottdliigs  but  to  coaaerve  that  Talue — 
£hat  is»  to  prnvraA  depveeiatiOB  of  Taloee  sacfa  as  come  in  ^blighted  dis- 
tricts," for  instance— hat  it  to  to  encourage  the  most  appropriate  use  of  land. 

•"provide  for  the  manner":  In  view  of  the  great  variety  in  the  form  of 
government  that  exists  throughout  the  country,  it  is  not  thought  wise  to  use 
the  expression  provide  by  ordinance,"  for  that  method  may  be  inappropriate 
in  those  communities  that  have  commission  government  or  city  managers. 

"  "  after  a  puWic  hearing " :  It  is  thooglit  wise  to  require  stetute  tbat 
there  must  be  a  pmhUc  bearing  befwe  a  araing  oi4faaoce  becomes  effective. 
There  diould  be,  as  a  matter  of,poli(gr»  mmKf  sucb  bearings. 

*''«fi«  0itkms'*:  This  permits  any  person  to  be  heard,  and  not  merely 
property  owners  whose  property  interests  may  be  adversely  affected  by  the 
proposed  ordinance.  It  is  right  that  every  citizen  should  be  able  to  make 
his  voice  heard  and  protest  against  any  ordinance  that  might  be  detrimental 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  city, 

*"i5  days'  notice":  This  requirement  can  he  varied  to  conform  to  local 
cnstoin.  All  that  is  important  is  tbat  there  should  be  due  and  vcopet  notice 
and  ample  time  for  dticens  to  study  toe  proposals  and  make  th^  opposition 
aumifeBt. 

"  "Changes^:  It  is  obvious  that  provision  must  he  made  for  changing 
ttie  regulations  as  conditions  change  or  new  conditions  arise,  otherwise  zoning 
would  be  a  "strait-jacket"  and  a  detriment  to  a  eonununity  instead  of  an 
asset. 

''change":  This  term,  as  here  used,  it  is  believed  will  he  construed  by 
the  courts  to  include  "amendments,  sui^lements*  modifications,  and  repeal," 
in  view  ci  tJ^  huguage  wfaich  it  follows.  These  words  ndi^t  be  added  after 
toe  wwd  ^diange^''  bat  have  been  omitted  for  the  sake  of  brevity.  On  the 
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signed  by  the  owners  of  20  per  cent  or  more  either  of  the  area  of 
the  lots    included  in  such  proposed  change,  or  of  those  immediately 

adjacent   in  the  rear  thereof  ^  extending  ieeb  tiierefrom,^^  or  of 

those  directly  opposite  ^®  thereto  extending  feet    from  the  street 

frontage  of  such  opposite  lots,  such  amendment  shall  not  become 
effectiye  except  by  the  favorable  yote  of  thlree-f ourtiis  of  all  the 
members  of  the  legislative  body  of  such  municipality.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  previous  section  relative  to  public  hearings  and  o£&cial 
notice  shall  apply  equally  to  all  changes  or  am^dments. 

Sec,  6.  Zoning  commission. — ^In  order  to  avail  itself  of  the  pow- 
ers conferred  by  this  act/^  such  legislative  body  shall  appoint  a 

other  hand,  there  must  be  stabUity  for  zoning  ordinances  if  they  are  to  be  of 
value.  For  this  reason  the  practice  has  been  rather  gaierally  ad(q;>ted  of  per- 
mitting ordinary  routine  changes  to  be  ad<^pted  by  a  majority  rote  of  tJie  local 
legislative  body  but  requiring  a  tihiee^f ourtbs  vote  in  the  m&at  d  a  protesfe 
£rom  a  substantial  proportion  of  proper^  owners  whose  interests  are  affected. 
This  has  proved  in  practice  to  be  a  sound  procedure  and  has  tended  to  stabilize 
the  ordinance. 

"  area  of  the  lots " :  Most  laws  heretofore  enacted,  based  on  the  first 
enactment  in  New  York  City,  have  used  ownership  of  feet  frontage  as  the 
basis  for  this  consent  This  has  given  rise  to  many  difficulties  in  practice^ 
especially  with  corner  lots  which  have  frontage  on  two  streets  and  whose 
owners  accwdingly  haye  Imd  two  votes  to  the  single  Tote  of  tiie  other  prop- 
er^ owners.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  this  minecessarily  complex  method  iH 
determining  solely  the  question  of  assent  to  a  change  in  the  ordinance,  it  Is 
recommended  that  area  of  the  lota  indnded  in  the  proposed  change  be  used  as 
the  basis  instead  of  feet  frontage.  This  will  do  away  with  the  present  unfair 
element  of  double  voting  and  the  unnecessary  complications  of  the  generally 
used  method. 

"  or  of  those  immediately  adjaceni  " :  There  are  three  groups  of  property 
ownership,  and  if  20  per  cent  of  any  one  of  these  object  to  the  proposed  change 
it  will  require  a  tliree-f ourths  Tote  of  the  legislatiye  body  before  the  Change 
can  beccmie  effective.  These  three  axe  (1)  thQ  owners  the  lots  bidn^  in 
0ie  change,  (2)  the  owners  of  the  lots  immediately  adjacent  in  the  rear,  and 
(3)  the  ovraers  of  the  lots  directly  opposite, 

^^'immediately  adjacent  in  the  rear  thereof:  ThLs  phrase  is  necessary  for 
precision ;  otherwise  there  will  be  doubt,  and  owners  of  lots  in  the  rear  but 
some  distance  away  might  claim  the  right  to  be  included  in  the  objection. 

"  "  extending   feet  therefrom  " :  There  should  bo  inserted  in  the  act  the 

number  of  feet  which  is  the  prevailing  lot  depth  iu  tbe  municipalities  of  the 
State. 

^^^direetly  appoHte*':  The  same  considerations  lipidy  to  this  phrase  as  te 
^  immediately  adjacent  in  the  rear  thereof." 
^*^aU  the  members**:  It  is  important  to  use  this  expression,  otherwise 

changes  in  the  ordinance  might  be  made  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  mem- 
hers  present  at  a  given  meeting. 

'^"In  order  to  avail  itself  of  the  powers  conferred  hy  this  act":  Without 
this  phrase  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  local  legislative  body  forthwith  to 
appoint  a  zoning  commission,  even  though  it  was  not  desired  to  take  up  zon* 
ing  at  that  time.  This  act  is  aa  enabling  act  emfiouwimg  aeti»r  not  makiiigr 
It  auidatosjr. 
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commission,^^  to  be  known  as  the  zoning  coYnmission,  to  recommend 
tiie  boundaries  of  the  various  original  districts  and  appropriate 
regulations  to  be  enforced  tii^^m.  Such  commissioix  shall  make  a 
preliminary  report  and  hold  public  hearings  thereon  before  sub- 
mitting its  final  report,  and  such  legislative  body  shall  not  hold  its 
public  heaiiogs  op  take  action  until  ^  it  has  received  the  final  report 
of  such  commission.  Where  a  city  plan  commission*^  already  ex- 
ists, it  may  be  appointed*^  as  the  zoning  commission.** 

Smd.  7.  BoAfiD  OF  ADTumMENT. — Such  local  legislative  body  may 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  adjustment,  and  in  the 
regulations  and  restrictions  adopted  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this 
act  may  provide  that  the  said  board  of  adjustment  may,  in  appro- 
priate cases  and  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards, 
make  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  in  harmony 
with  its  general  purpose  and  intent  and  in  accordance  with  general  or 
specific  rules  therein  contained. 

"  shall  appoint  a  commission  "  :  Even  ttiongh  a  committee  of  the  local  legis- 
lative body  might  be  entirely  competent  to  undertake  the  painstaking,  careful, 
and  prolonged  detailed  study  that  is  ordinarily  involved  in  the  preparation  of 
a  aoning  ordinance  and  map,  the  appointment  of  an  outside  body  of  representa- 
tlTe  eitiMiis  is  most  desirable  as  a  means  of  securing  that  participation  in 
and  tboxoQ^  understanding  of  tbe  zoning  ordinance  which  wUl  insure  its  ac» 
e^ptance  by  the  people  of  the  particiilar  mnnidpality.  (tee  of  the  most  impor- 
tant functions  of  socdi  a  comniissi«m  is  the  holding  of  nnm^oos  conforaices 
in  aU  parts  of  the  dty  with  aU  classes  of  intere^  No  soning  CMrdinanee 
should  be  adopted  until  such  work  has  been  done. 

shall  not  hold  its  public  hearings  or  take  action  untW :  This  is  a  proper 
safeguard  against  hasty  or  ill-considered  action.  It  should  be  carefully  noted 
that  this  is  in  no  sense  a  delegation  of  its  powers  by  the  local  legislative  body 
to  the  zoning  cmmlssion.  The  legislative  body  may  stiU  reverse  the  recom- 
mendattoos  oi  the  zcming  ecmimission. 

'^'eily  pkm  eammSuim^**:  U  is  hli^  desiralde  that  all  soning  schemes 
should  be  worked  out  as  an  integral  part  of  the  city  plan.  For  that  reason 
the  city  plan  conunission,  preferably,  should  be  intrusted  with  the  making  <A 
the  zoning  plan. 

^^*may  he  appointed" :  It  should  be  noted  that  its  appointment  is  not  made 
mandatory,  however,  as  sometimes  there  will  be  local  reasons  for  desiring  a 
separate  body. 

^**Zimmg  oommissUm'' :  Some  laws  ccmtain  a  provision  to  Uie  effect  that  aU 
changes  in  the  ordinance  shaU  be  r^[K»ted  upcm  by  the  z<ming  commission  be- 
f we  acti<m  <m  them  can  be  taken  by  the  l^;Ldatiye  body.  Such  a  j^ovision 
has  not  been  included  h^re.   In  the  first  place,  that  involves  c<mtinaing  the 

zoning  commission  as  a  permanent  body,  which  may  not  be  desirable.  In  the 
second  place,  it  is  before  a  zoning  ordinance  is  established  that  the  necessity 
exists  for  that  careful  study  and  investigation  which  a  zoning  commission  can 
so  well  perform.  Amendments  to  the  original  ordinance  do  not  as  a  rule  re- 
quire such  comprehensive  study  and  may  be  passed  upon  by  the  legislative 
body,  j^rovided  that  p»9«  aoUoe  and  i^wcurtiuiily  for  the  public  to  express  its 
Tiews  haTe  been  given.

The  board  of  adjustment  shall  consist  of  five  members,  each  to 
be  appointed  for  a  term  «f  three  years  **  and  removable  for  (^uae  by 
the  appointing  authority  upon  written  charges  and  after  public 
hearing.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  of  any 
member  whose  term  becomes  vacant. 

The  board  shall  adopt  rules  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
any  ordinance  adopted  pursuant  to  this  act.  Meetings  of  the  board 
shall  be  held  at  the  eaU  of  the  chairman  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  board  may  determine.  Such  chairman,  or  in  his  absence  the 
acting  chairman,  may  administer  oaths  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses.  All  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The 
board  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  showing  the  vote  of  each 
member  upon  each  question,  or,  if  absent  or  failing  to  vote,  indicating 
such  fact,  and  shall  keep  records  of  its  examinations  and  other  official  . 
actions,  all  of  which  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the  office  of  tiie 
board  and  shall  be  a  public  record. 

Appeals  to  the  board  of  adjustment  may  be  taken  by  any  person 
aggrieved  or  by  any  officer,  department,  board,  or  bureau  of  the 
municipality  affected  by  any  decision  of  the  administrative  officer. 
Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  within  a  reasonable  tinne,  as  provided  by 
the  rules  of  the  board,  by  filing  with  the  officer  from  whom  the  appesi 
is  taken  and  with  the  board  of  adjustment  a  notice  of  appeal  speci- 
fying the  grounds  thereof.  The  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is 
taken  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  board  all  the  papers  constitut- 
ing the  record  upon  which  the  action  appealed  from  was  taken. 

An  appeal  stays  all  proceedings  in  furtherance  of  the  action  ap- 
pealed from,  imless  the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken  certifies 
to  the  board  of  adjustment  after  the  notice  of  appeal  shall  have 
been  filed  with  him  that  by  reason  of  facts  stated  in  the  certificate  a 
stay  would,  in  his  opinion,  cause  imminent  peril  to  life  or  property. 
In  such  case  proceedings  shall  not  be  stayed  otherwise  than  by  a  re- 
straining order  which  may  be  granted  by  the  board  of  adjustment 
or  by  a  court  of  record  on  application  on  notice  to  the  officer  trem. 
whom  the  appeal  is  taken  and  on  due  cause  shown. 

The  board  of  adjustment  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for  the  hear- 
ing of  the  appeal,  give  public  notice  thaxsof ,  as  well  as  due  notice  to 
the  parties  in  interest,  and  decide  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time. 
Upon  the  hearing  Miy  party  may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  by 
attorney. 

The  board  of  adjustment  shall  have  the  following  powers: 
1.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged  there  is  error  in 
any  order,  requirement,  decisicm,  or  drt^wmination  made  by^an  ad- 

*»  each  to  be  appointed,  for  three  year$^:  This  can  t>e  alteied  to  provide  for 
overlapping  terms,  it  desired. 
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Bumstnrative  official  in  the  aifoic^ent  of  this  act  or  of  any  ordi- 
nance adopted  pursuant  thereto. 

2.  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance  upon  which  sndi  boaxd  is  required  to  pass  imdiNr  sndk 

ordinance. 

3.  To  authorize  upon  appeal  in  specific  cases  such  variance  from 
the  terms  of  the  ordimuice  as  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  in- 
terest, where,  owing  to  special  conditions,  a  literal  enforownent  of 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship, 
and  80  that  the  spirit  of  the  (»dinance  shall  be  observed  and  sub- 
rtantial  justice  done. 

In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  such  board  may,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisifms  of  this  act,  reverse  or  affirm,  wholly 
or  partly,  or  may  modify  the  order,  requirem«at,  decisicm,  or  d^;^ 
mination  appealed  from  and  may  make  such  order,  requirement,  de- 
dsdon,  or  d^i^nnination  as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall 
have  all  the  powers  of  the  officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken. 

The  concurring  vote  of  four  members  of  the  board  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  reverse  Miy  order,  requirement,  decision,  or  determination  of 
any  such  administrative  official,  or  to  decide  in  iAVot  of  the  appli- 
cant on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  any  such 
ordimmoe,  or  to  effect  any  variation  in  such  ordinance. 

Any  person  or  persons,  jointly  or  severally,  aggrieved  by  any  de- 
cision of  the  board  of  adjustment,  or  any  taxpayer,  or  any  officer, 
department,  board,  or  bureau  of  the  municipality,  may  present  to  a 
court  of  record  a  petition,  duly  verified,  setting  forth  that  such 
decision  is  illegal,  in  whole  or  in  part,  specifying  the  grounds  of 
the  illegality.  Such  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  court  within 
30  days  after  the  filing  of  the  decision  in  the  office  of  the  board. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  such  petition  the  court  may  allow  a  writ 
of  certiorari  directed  to  the  board  of  adjustment  to  review  such 
decision  of  the  board  of  adjushn^it  and  shall  prescribe  therdn  the 
time  within  which  a  return  thereto  must  be  made  and  served  upon 
the  relator's  attorney,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  10  days  and  may 
be  extended  by  the  court  The  allowance  of  the  writ  shall  not  stay 
proceedings  upon  the  decision  appealed  from,  but  the  court  may,  oil 
application,  on  notice  to  the  board  and  on  due  cause  shown,  grant  a 
restraining  order. 

The  board  of  adjustment  shall  not  be  required  to  return  the 
original  papers  acted  upon  by  it,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  return 
certified  or  sworn  copies  thereof  or  of  such  portions  thereof  as  may 
be  called  for  by  such  writ.  The  return  shall  concisely  set  forth  such 
other  facts  as  may  be  pertinent  and  material  to  show  the  grounds  of 
the  decision  appealed  from  and  shall  be  verified. 
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If,  upon  the  hearing,  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that  tei^imony 

is  necessary  for  the  proper  disposition  of  the  matter,  it  may  take 
evidence  or  i^point  a  referee  to  take  such  evidence  as  it  may  direct 
and  report  the  same  to  the  coiut  mth  his  findings  of  fact  and  con- 
clusions of  law,  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  proceedings 
upon  which  the  determination  of  the  court  shall  be  made.  The  court 
may  reverse  or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the  dedsi<m 
brought  up  for  review. 

Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  board  unless  it  shall  appear 
to  the  court  that  it  acted  with  gross  negligence,  or  in  bad  faith,  or 
with  malice  in  making  the  decision  appealed  from. 

All  issues  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section  shall  have  prefer- 
ence ov^  all  other  civil  actions  and  proceedings. 

Sue.  8.  Enforcement  and  rememes.** — The  local  legislative  body 
may  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act  and  of  any 
ordiiMnce  or  regulation  made  th^nndw.  A  violaticm  of  this  act 
or  of  such  ordinance  or  regulation  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  mis- 
demeanor,  and  such  local  legislative  body  may  provide  for  the  pun- 
ishment thereof  by  fine  or  imprisonment  or  both.  It  is  also  empow* 
ered  to  provide  civil  penalties  for  such  violation. 

In  case  any  building  or  structure  is  erected,  constructed,  recon- 
stracted,  altered,  repaired,  converted,  or  maintained,  or  any  building, 
structure,  or  land  is  used  in  violation  of  this  act  or  of  any  ordinance 
or  other  regulation  made  under  authority  conferred  hereby,  the 
prop^  local  authorities  of  the  municipality,  in  addition  to  otiher 
remedies,  may  institute  any  appropriate  action  or  proceedings^  to 
prevent  such  unlawful  erection,  construction,  reconstruction,  altera- 

^  **  Enfareement  and  Remedies  " :  This  section  is  vitaL  Without  it  the  local 
authorities,  as  a  role,  win  be  powerless  to  do  more  than  inflict  a  fine»  or 
penalty  for  violation  of  the  zoning  ordinaiiee.  It -is  obvious  that  a  person 
desiring  nndue  privileges  will  be  s^d  to  pay  a  few  hundred  d<dlars  in  fines  or 
penalties  if  thereby  he  can  obtain  a  privflege  to  build  in  a  manner  forbidden 
by  law,  or  use  his  building  in  an  unlawful  manner,  when  he  may  profit  thereby 
to  the  extent  of  many  thousands  of  dollars.  What  is  necessary  is  that  the 
authorities  shall  be  able  to  stop  promptly  the  construction  of  an  unlawful 
building  before  it  is  erected  and  restrain  and  prohibit  an  unlawful  use. 

**"Aay  awropriate  action  or  proceedings'":  Under  the  provisions  of  this 
fieetion  the  local  authorities  may  use  any  or  all  <rf  the  foUovring  methods  in 
trying  to  bring  about  compliance  with  the  law :  They  may  sue  the  re^iufdble 
person  for  a  praalty  in  a  cMl  suit ;  they  may  arrest  the  offender  and  put  him 
in  jail;  they  may  stop  the  work  in  the  case  of  a  new  building  and  prev«it 
its  going  on;  they  may  prevent  the  occupancy  of  a  building  and  keep  it 
vacant  until  such  time  as  the  conditions  complained  of  are  remedied;  they 
can  evict  the  occupants  of  a  building  when  the  conditions  are  contrary  to  law 
and  prevent  its  reoccupancy  until  the  conditions  have  been  cured.  All  of  these 
things  the  local  authoritieB  should  be  given  power  to  do  if  zoning  lawi»  are  to 
be  idEective. 
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tion,  repair,  conversion,  maintenance,  or  use,  to  restrain,  correct,  or 
abate  mdi  violation,  to  prevent  the  occupancy  of  said  building, 
structure,  or  land,  or  to  prevent  any  illegal  act,  conduct,  business,  or 
use  in  or  about  such  premises. 

Ssc.  9.  CoNFLiOT  WTTH  OTTHER  LAWs/' — Wherever  the  regulaticms 
made  under  authority  of  this  act  require  a  greater  width  or  size  of 
yards,  courts,  or  other  open  spaces,  or  require  a  lower  height  of  build- 
ing or  less  number  of  stories,  or  require  a  greater  percentage  of  lot 
to  be  left  unoccupied,  or  impose  other  higher  standards  than  are 
required  in  any  other  statute  or  local  ordinance  or  regulation,  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  made  under  authority  of  this  act  shaU 
govern.  Wherever  the  provisions  of  any  other  statute  or  local  ordi- 
nance or  r^ulation  require  a  greater  width  or  size  of  yards,  courts, 
or  other  open  spaces,  or  require  a  lower  height  of  building  or  a  less 
number  of  stories,  or  require  a  greater  percentage  of  lot  to  be  left 
unoccupied,  or  impose  other  higher  standards  than  are  required  by 
tiie  regulations  made  under,  autiiority  of  this  act,  the  provisions  of 
such  statute  or  local  ordinance  or  regulation  shidl  govern.^ 

* "  Conflict  with  other  laws  ** :  By  this  provision  the  community  is  always 
assured  of  the  maintenance  of  the  higher  standard.  Without  a  provision  of 
this  kind  the  later  enactment  would  probably  govern.  This  requirement  is 
ec^eciaUy  necessary  in  those  States  which  now  have  or  later  may  enact 
housing  laws,  as  housing  laws  also  contain  reqoiraxients  as  to  heii^  ef  dweU- 
ixigs,  siae  of  yards,  and  other  ojfm  spaces,  etc
